Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 71 3.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action most be filed by the applicant. An inteiview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U .S .C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted tn writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted,

examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Discussed the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Applicants pointed out that the invention involves 
the production of an in vivo model of sporadic Alzheimer's disease and that the early changes observed within 
endosomes (in AD patients) occur within neurons that later become affected pathologically and that these endosomal 
changes are disease-specific. Applicants further pointed out that their experiments demonstrate that rab5 
overexpression is tolerated by cells and that this lack of toxicity is consistent with what is known about the protein 
Applicants argue that it is unlikely that transgenic mice overexpressing rab5 would exhibit an embryonic lethal 
phenotype and that there is every reason to believe that overexpression would be tolerated by the cells Applicants 
further pointed out that the enlarged endosomes observed in the HSV-infected mice (described in Declaration of 
1/8/03) correlate with the various parameters recited in the claims. For example, endosomal enlargement correlates 
with an increase in endocytic activity. Applicants intend to file a Declaration regarding these issues. The Examiner 
stated that she will consider the Declaration in an after final response..
